In 1919, Prince Albert and 
his brother Prince Henry, the 
Duke of Gloucester, decided 
that they would recommence 
th^ir studies which had been 
interrupted abruptly by the 
World War. Consequently, they 
leased a house in Cambridge 
in order to attend the course at 
the famous Trinity College. 
This decision was reached after 
a careful consideration of ail 
fact, and history records that 
the problems in this regard 
were not unlike in the Royal 
Palace as in the humble En¬ 
glish home, where young men 
had returned from active ser¬ 
vice in the War without know¬ 
ing where to turn next in their 
efforts to recommence a nor¬ 
mal existance. It was not easy 
for these thousands of young 
men who had left their studies 
in boyhood to live through hist 
ory instead of merely learning 
about it through reading books 
or listening to lectures. They 
had come face to face with the 
realities of life and they had 
reached manhood in that time. 
Hence, it was difficult to re¬ 
turn to the studies of boyhood. 
However, these problems were 
solved in the Royal Family in 
the sam e manner as in any 
other English home, 

Prince Albert and his brother 
did not follow any courses me¬ 
rely with the object of gaining 
a degree, nor for the purpose of 
gathering a classical education 
but they studied thbse courses 
which would be most useful 
when they were called upon to 
serve their people as the sons 
of the King, particularly hist¬ 
ory, economics and civics. The 
present King was an enthusias 
tic student and he attended to 
his work in such a manner that 
laid the solid foundation for 
his kee n knowledge of every¬ 
thing which theoretically and 
practically pertains to the dut¬ 
ies of a leader of the masses. 
It accounts for his searching 
questions on any tours of in¬

Although Prince Albert’s pro 
gre3s at Cambridge was mainly 
confined to his studies, yet 
time and again he appeared at 
public functions instead of the 
late King George the Fifth, 
and his brother, the present 
Duke of Windsor, who was 
quite often away on trips, part 
icularly o n tours of Canada and 
Australia.

rwunHiK i» ine calendar year 
begins i^ the middle ot winter 
the farmers’ year really begins 
in the springtime, and with the 
coming of spring we look for¬ 
ward to many new arrivals. To 
the layman, the sight of lambs 
gamboling in the sunshine is 
the source of much amusement 
but for tlie sheepman, it is a 
time for much 
and hard work 

About 21 weeks after the 
breeding season, the lambing 
season begins and it is then 
that the skilful attentioon of 
the shepherd is absolutely ess¬ 
ential. Assistance in lambing is 
not often necessary but a man 
should be on hand both day and 
night to see that the lambs are 
properly mothered. In sheep 
the normal presentation is for 
the fore-feet to come first with 
the nose lying between the fore 
legs, but if one fore-leg is doub 
led back or if the hind legs ap 
pear first, safe delivery is us¬ 
ually possible if prompt action 
is taken. It is not advisable to 
attempt to turn a lamb which 
cominghind feet first. In cases 
of serious malpresentation, it is 
necessary to push the lamb 
back into tlie uterous to get 
room to turn the limbs as there 
is not room in the passages. 

The task is made easier by el 
evating the ewe’s hind parts a- 
bove her head. If the ewe is ex 
hausted after lambing, it is 
advisable to place the lamb in 
frotnt of her and to encourage 
her to lick it, but she should 
not be made to rise to her feet 

until rested. .

There is that t.vpe 
which strives to give the buyer 
his “money’s worth,” and thete 
in the spending propensity an 
opportunity t 0 get the other 
fellow s money for nothing. 

It is unfortunate that the 
public does not do all its spend¬ 
ing with those who give them 
“honest weight” for their doll¬ 
ars. If it did there would be no 
need for laws against using the 
mails to defraud, wildcat stock, 
bogus promotions and confi¬ 
dence men.
